We have an Account from Ba- 
dajox, that the Marquis de Bay arriv’d there the 
firft of this Month from Alcantara, and gave Order 
for the Troops in that Fart of the Country to hold 
themfelves ready to march on the firft Notice. He 
waits only for the Arrival of 5 or 600 Waggons 
loaded with Provifions and Stores, which are on the 
Road to Eftremadura, to open the Campaign. That 
Convoy arriv’d the 29th of laft Month at Almarez, 
where they were oblig’d to halt becaufe of the Bad- 
nefs of the Ways. "Lis talk’d that the Marquis de 
Bay will open the Campaign againft Portugal with 
the Siege of Olivenza, and thar the Duke d’ Offuna 
will at the fame time attack Moura; while the Mar- 
quis de Brancas obferves the Motions of the Enemy 
on the Side of Eftramadura, and fecures the Fron- 
tier: The Porcuguefe begin to move on that fide, 
and caufe many Troops to file thither. 
From the Paris Gazeue, dated April 28. 
Madrid, April 10. The King has conferr’d on 
divers Officers that have Signaliz’d themfelves on 
feveral Occafions, the Governments of the principal 
Places of Arragon. The Hiuke of Orleans will be 
going in a few Days, to draw cogether the Army. 
Between 5 and 600 Waggons loaded with Ammu- 
nition have been fent to Eftramadura. The Pre- 
parations for the Campaign in Caralonia are in great 
forwardnefs. Several Deferters from Barcelona that 
are come to Lerida report, that the People were
